Bill of Exceptions on Motion for 


New Trial Filed. 


SAN FKANCISCO, January 22.—Attor- 


neys Dickinson and Deuprey today filed 
with Judge Murphy a bill of exccptioi 
in support of the motion now pending 
before the supreme conrt for ft new trial 
for Durtant, and the court granted a 
further etay of proceedings until Febru- 
ary llth. 


The bill consists of 793 folios of type- 


written matter, and charges Judge Mur- 
phy with committing just 232 errors of 
law during the progress of the celebrated 
case. The flrst of these relates to the 
refusal of the court to grant a change of 
venue. Next in order comee the man- 
ner of selecting the jury, with particular 
siren on the various challenges for 
cause mode by the defense, and over- 
ruled by the conrt. The police are 
taken to task for handling the case in a 
Bhipsbod manner with the sole object in 
view of Convicting Durrani, and the 
Courtis criticised for not punishing th 
newspapers for contempt. Last of all 
is contended that the verdict was no 
justified by the evidence.
